Another Horrible Negro Outrage. 


. ADAIRSVILLE, August 25, 1869. 


Mr. Editor: Our usually quiet commu- 
nity has been under great excitement for 
the last twenty-four hours, by the occur- 
rence, within a few miles. of Adairsville, 
of the most wanton outrage ever perpetra - 
ted by afiend. A most respectable and es- 
teemed young lady, connected with one of 
the best families in our county, was walk- 
ing out last Monday evening, not far from 
the residence of a relative, with whom she 
was staying at the time, when she was met 
by asavage negro fellow, who seized her, 
crammed her apron into her mouth to pre- 
’ vent her from giving the alarm, dragged 
her into a neighboring wood, where he 
violated her person, and then beat her to 
death with his gun. 

When she failed to return at the hour she 
was looked for and night came on, the 
fears of the family were aroused, the alarm 

2s spread through the neighborhood, and 
a diligent search kept up during the night 
by a large number of anxious friends, but 
it was not until after light the next morn- 
ing that her dishonored and horribly mu- 
tilated body was found. It was evident 
that she had made a desperate struggle to 
avoid her fate, and it was probably thister- 
ribly desperate resistance which her out- 
raged but he) pless innocence had made even 
to the very last, that struck terror into 
the heart of the fiend that had her in his 

ssession, and made him feel, after his first 
ellish act had been accomplished, that the 
only possible escape for him from future 
unishment, lay in her entire destruction.

The Etowah Ballast \ Machine— 
The Minerals of Cartersville— 
Speeches — The Howard Lime 
Works—The Tunnel—The Deli- 
cious Cuisine. 


DaLTon, Ga., Aug. 25, 1869. 


Your correspondent has determined to 
write you short. scrap letters by every mail, 
giving you the largest amount of informa- 
tion in the smallest possible space. 

The first halt made by the excursionists 
was near the Etowah river, to witness the 
working of a ballast machine, While there 
was nothing intricate or wonderful about 
this machine, except its enormous power, 
yet it was interesting as an evidence of the 
stable improvements now being worked 


out on the State Road; and in this con- 


nection we would suggest that one or two 
of thtse machines be bought by the City 
Council of Atlanta, for the purpose of 
breaking the rock used for grading the 
streets. One of these, worked by an enter- 
prising darkey or two, could do more work 
inan hour than a hundred would do by 
hand from now till the com¢t comes. The 
one now working on the road can not be 
procured, as Fitch is going td buy it to take 
to Griffin to grind rocks for the country 
fights which ever and anon enliven that 
little village. 

The next stoppage was at the Howard 
Iron Works. These works area mile and 
a half from Kingston, immediately upon 
the Western and Atlantic Railroad, and 
are the most complete of the kind in the 
South. Over 1,400 bushels of lime are sent 
from them per week—200 bushels per day. 
A force of over thirty-five men are regu- 
larly employed here. The quarry is inex- 
haustible. After being worked for twenty- 
five years, it is now just opened. Colonel 
Howard informed us that after the quarry 


draulic cement now being worked, will 
superseded by the pure, white, bird’s-eye 
lime. The works are not making cement 
there now, as the machinery was destroyed 
during the war. Transportation can be 
had for the lime, on the Western and At- 
lantic Railroad, for two centsa mile per 
ton.
